to the fertile lands of our Canaan, in whose
bosom they will find nourishment, health.
and great wealth. The relief of our people
is to be found in this way. But, say some,
we find dimculties here. Go where we will.
and do what "we can, we shall nowhere find
labor in this life a mere bed of roses. We
complain that we have many evils and bear
many burdens: but many ot our evils are im
aginary, and some of our burdens are of our
own imposition. Said a very wise man.

Taxes are indeed very heavy, and if those
laid cn by the government were the only
ones we had to pay, we might more easily dis
charge them; but we have many others, and
much more grievous to some of us. We are
taxed twice as much by our idleness,
three times as much by our pride, and four
times as much by our follies; and from these
taxes the er cannot save or deliver
us." From those old primitive times of our
country, when to plow the ground, sow the
seed and reap the harvest; to hammer at the
anvil, work at the bench, and build the house,
can it b8 said we are departing? That too
many are devising means to find out how
little of the sweat of his brow he can spare
lor bis own livelihood r

and necessarily of our people, are greater
than they were m olden time-i- but, then, are
our disbursements and expenses in proportion
to our means; are the profits of our business
the legitimate result of our labor, or is it the
fruits of extortion upon the great body of our
producera in the land? In the good old
times of the "Old Folks" our gain was the
result of honest toil and hard labor. We had
no one to wait for what fickle fortune might
have in her store. All believed that "dili
gence was the mother of good luck, and God
gave all things to industry." Following, as
a matter of course, in our county we had no
mountains of taxes to bear; we had no army
of rs to besiege us; we had no
peculations among any of our officers; we
had no granges in those days among the far
mers, organized for their relief and protec
tion; we had no such things in those days as
what we lawyers call iron-cla- d leases and
cut-thro- at mortgages, and a mortgage upon
a growing crop ot a planter was unheard of
among our merchants and planters in
our . county's good old davs. Oar mer
chants had no reason to have detectives em
ployed to look after what they call "loose,"
and such a thing as a cotton-bor- er and a
fa'se-pack-ed bale of cotton had not found
their way into the art airs ot our trade, l here
were no strikers in our workshops in those
good old days, and the laborers on our farms
were all taitnlul, happy and contented, then
corporations were not arrogant, and their of-
ficers were the servants of their sovereigns,
the people. Then the almighty dollar was
not the spur ot our actions, but to do the
greatest good to the greatest number of our
people; and the prosperity ol our city and
county were the guiding stars of each other's
aims. These strange things that I have
mentioned have all come along since the
days when you,

OLD FOLKS,
were the moving spirits in cur midst. But
while we continue still to progress in many
new and queer ways that we all hope will be
tor our ultimate good, 1 cannot pass in silence
some ot the remarkable attainments ot a
great many of the young men of our city and
county. What a grand sight it would have
been in the early days ot our county tor you
"Old Folks" to have seen twenty or more of
the stalwart youth ot that day playing mon-
keys to a gaping crowd of white idlers, end a
parcel ot black loungers and loafers at a base
ball match. How you "Old Folks" would
have exulted and strutted with pride at the
idea of one of your hopeful boys aspiring to
become a champion base-ba- ll hitter. In our
modern days our county boasts of some of
these clubs, and it is a curious tact, maybe you
'Old Folks" are cognizant of it. fiat as the

base-ba- il clubs magnify north of us, another
set increase and seem to tread upon the heels
ot the oase-bailer- s; these teltows, the "Old
b oiks would, in olden times, have called
vagabonds, now euphoniously modernized to
be called tramps, borne ot our glorious man
hood to-da-y can boast of champion base-ba- ll

hitters, champion billiard players, champion
oarsmen and champion strikers, men no doubt
useful in their spheres and ot great benefit
to all mankind. These are some of the very
tew

creeping among the ways of our men in these
modern times, which 1 merely glance at as
our people advance in civilization and the arts
and sciences. But amidst all the changes in
our county and city, the ebb and now ot
strange ways and strange people, and the
running after new follies by some of the male
sex ot our county, 1 can with exultant pride
point you to the noble and modest women of
our county and city, who, heaven bless them.

the best in the world, have remained
'eadfast and true to the teachings of

their mothers of olden times. They
still fondly cling to the great God of us
all and the precious gods ot their household,
They still seek to reign only as queens in their
homes, inculcating high and pure morals
in that circle; here grandly fulfilling a
destiny designed by the Great Author of tneir
being. The same shy, modest demeanor per
vades our women of to-da- y as was wont, I
am told, to accompany their good and pious
mother j forty years ago. I cannot overlook
the fact though, that

In time he came lo be an al-
derman, and was sent on by our city to purchase a
steam fire engine; and after Its arrival It was called
the Danoury, after the founder, you may say, of the
fire department of Memphis. The shining ioliits of
his character as a true, pure and honest man were
exhibit! particularly among his brothers of the Or-
der of s. Here, by his deeds and his
words, he erected monuments of love and conse-
crated them to the good of his fellow man; and he
rilled all, from the lowest to highest omce In that or-
der In the State. He died as he had lived honored,
respected and loved by all that knew him on the
thirty-firs- t of March, 1877.

AMOS MUNSON.

bis fathers, Amos Munson. another one of our old
citizens. I am told be came here lu 1 M40. as a car
penter. He was frugal and Industrious In his habits.
